NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—Cable ad- 
vices say the Vienna Tagebiatt 
publishes a dispatch from Con- 
stantinople to the effect that 
the Turkish council of ministers have 
held a conference to determine whether 
or not the sending of the United States 
battleship Kentucky to Smyrna should 
be regarded as an act of hostility. Ace- 
cording to the Tageblatt’s dispatch 
some ministers urged the severance of 
diplomatic relations with the United 
States, and even went so far as to 
threaten war unless the Kentucky 
should be withdrawn from Turkish 
waters. 

The ministers express the belief that 
the powers will not allow the United 
States to attack Turkey, and that 
country therefore would be safe in 
taking a defiant attitude. 

COMPROMISE Is PROBABLE.

DOCTOR'S ODD SUIT. 


One of the oddest suits ever known 
to the courts of this district terminated 
yesterday. Dr. Cottrell, a jocal prac- 
titioner, sued Mrs. Mary V. Jones, wife 
of a wealthy Pittsburgh manufacturer, 
‘for $3000, alleged to be due for medical 
services rendered. At the trial was 
demonstrated the fact that Dr. Cottrell 
had attended Mrs. Jones for about ten 
days, to treat a slight catarrhal con- 
dition of the nose. But it gave the 
doctor an idea how he could achieve 
fortune at a stroke: The omy sensa- 
tion at the trial was furnished by the 
doctor himself, in a manner entirely 
unexpected by his attorneys. The law- 
yer for tee defense asked him what he 
considered a reasonable charge for 
the services described in the complaint 
as being worth $3000. The plaintiff an- 
swered “Three hundred dollars.” When 
further interrogated by the astonished 
lawyer for the opposition he admitted 
that his first charge had been exces- 
sive, A few reputable physicians gave 
testimony concerning the trivial nature 
of the defendant's iliness, and then the 
jury returned a verdict of 
plaintiff.

A case from which much of a sensa- 
tional nature was expected was tried 
last week in the District Court. 
It was an action wherein Mrs. 8. C.
